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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for indicating 
allowance of claim 1 : The prior art teaches a method for determining a current 
flow in the electric power line conductor under faulted circuit conditions, the 
method comprising in the field environment, applying a specific frequency signal 
and code key from an exciter positioned proximate to a faulted circuit monitoring 
apparatus located on the power line conductor; at the exciter, detecting a data 
signal from the faulted circuit monitoring apparatus; at the exciter, receiving the 
faulted circuit data from the data signal; associating the faulted circuit magnitude 
with the conductor phase information for the particular faulted circuit monitor unit; 
and repeating steps for all power line phase conductors on an electric power line, 
but does not disclose activating said faulted circuit monitoring apparatus by way 
of said specific frequency activation signal and code key. This feature in 
combination with the rest of the claim limitations is not anticipated or rendered 
obvious by the prior art of record.
